Turning Off Your Computer 

O NOTICE: To avoid losing data, save and close all open files and exit all open programs before you turn off your computer. 


1.Save and close all open files and exit all open programs. 

2. Click the Windows Vista Start bi jtton© ,in the lower-left corner of the desktop, click the arrow in the lower-right corner of the Start menu as shown 
below, and then click Shut Down. Ki 

The computer turns off after the operating system shutdown process is complete. 


3. Ensure that the computer and all attached devices are turned off. If your computer and attached devices did not automatically turn off when you shut 
down your operating system, press and hold the power button until they turn off. 


Before Working Inside Your Computer 

Use the following safety guidelines to help protect your computer from potential damage and to help to ensure your own personal safety. 


八 CAUTION: Before you begin any of the procedures in this section, follow the safety instructions in the Product Information Guide. 

O NOTICE: Handle components and cards with care. Do not touch the components or contacts on a card. Hold a card by its edges or by its metal 
mounting bracket.

Flashing the BIOS From a CD 

1. Ensure that the AC adapter is plugged in and that the main battery is installed properly. 

な NOTE: If you use a BlOS-update program CD to flash the BIOS, set up the computer to boot from a CD before inserting the CD. 

2. Insert the BlOS-update program CD, and restart the computer. 

Follow the instructions that appear on the screen. The computer continues to boot and updates the new BIOS. When the flash update is complete, the 
computer will automatically reboot. 

3. Press <F2> during POST to enter the system setup program. 

4. Press <Alt> and <F> to reset the computer defaults. 

5. Press <Esc>, select Save changes and reboot, and press <Enter> to save configuration changes. 

6. Remove the flash BlOS-update program CD from the drive and restart the computer. 

Flashing the BIOS From the Hard Drive 

1. Ensure that the AC adapter is plugged in, the main battery is properly installed, and a network cable is attached. 

2. Turn on the computer. 

3. Locate the latest BIOS update file for your computer at support.dell.com. 

4. Click Download Now to download the file.

The File Download window appears. 

6. Click Save this program to disk and then click OK. 

The Save In window appears.

The file icon appears on your desktop and is titled the same as the downloaded BIOS update file.
